FREQUENCIES [illustrated] 


April 26, 2007 (RFE/RL) -- Police officers in the northern Belarusian 
city of Smarhon detained on April 24 an 18-year-old activist, 

Uladzimir Shulzhytski, who was advertising the frequencies of RFE/RL 
radio broadcasts. Shulzhytski faces trial on charges of using obscene 


language in public -- a common tactic of Belarusian authorities 
looking to prosecute political opponents of the ruling regime or 
people who are simply deemed officially objectionable. 


Shulzhytski produced, and inserted into mailboxes, homemade 
advertisements featuring the radio frequencies and times of RFE/RL's 
Belarusian-language broadcasts. 


Simple Trap 


Shulzhytski also included his phone number on his ads, asking 
potential listeners to get in touch with him if they have problems 
tuning in to the broadcasts. The telephone number, he told RFE/RL's 
Belarus Service, enabled police to lure him into a simple trap by 
pretending to need help with the broadcasts. 


"They phoned me as I was going out for work, and I made an appointment 
with a man for 6 p.m. He gave me an address," Shulzhytski said. "I 
went to that address, and there at the very door, my district police 
officer and some other policemen were waiting for me." 


At the police station the policemen drafted a protocol of detention, 
in which they charged Shulzhytski with swearing in public. He spent 
the night in custody and was asked to appear in court today. 


RFE/RL President Jeffrey Gedmin condemned Shulzhytski's detention and 
the charges leveled against him 


"This kind of development is deeply disturbing," Gedmin said. "I want 
to make very clear that Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty supports the 
free citizens of Belarus and, in particular, the listeners of Radio 
Free Europe/Radio Liberty, who simply want to exercise the most basic 
of political rights and civil liberties. These people, these 
listeners, have our deepest respect, admiration and solidarity." 


Shulzhytski's leaflet with information about RFE/RL's broadcasts in 
Belarus (RFE/RL) [caption] 


Shulzhytski told RFE/RL's Belarus Service that he was distributing the 
homemade RFE/RL ads because he wanted to inform people in his city 
about an alternative source of independent information. "I simply 
don't see any other way in which people could obtain free 
information," he said. "I think [RFE/RL] is a fairly democratic media 
outlet, and it can successfully compete with the state propaganda." 


During today's trial, Shulzhytski objected to the choice of presiding 
judge, Mikalay Shelyah. Shulzhytski accused Shelyah of issuing a 
number of politically motivated verdicts last year. The trial was then 


adjourned for an indefinite period until another judge can be 
appointed. Shulzhytski was told to expect a new summons when that 
judge is named.

MONKS PLEAD WITH HILL FOR TIBETAN RADIO AIRTIME

Their flowing red robes stood out in the sea of gray, navy and brown 
suits assembled for a recent hearing before the House Appropriations 
subcommittee on foreign operations. The seven Tibetan Buddhist monks 
went to Capitol Hill to give Congress a simple message: Restore all 
funding for Radio Free Asia's Tibetan broadcasts. 


Zurkhang Karma, the union representative for Radio Free Asia, said the 
subcommittee's leaders expressed support for putting $1.5 million back 
into the spending bill for Tibetan broadcasts but made no promises. 


The monks' plight reflects an ideological shift within the federal 
government's international broadcasting services. In recent years the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors, a bipartisan entity that oversees 
Radio Free Asia, the Voice of America and other foreign news outlets, 
has moved funds away from some of the older programs toward newer ones 
aimed at the Middle East, Korea, Somalia and Cuba. It has also 
invested more money in television programming, a move that BBG 
spokesman Larry Hart said reflected changes in the way people get news 
today. For example, radio broadcasts in Cantonese are going to be 
discontinued, Hart said, because more people own televisions in that 
part of China. The cut would save $680,000 out of a budget of $668 
million. 


Reductions in some places are necessary to expand programs in regions 
targeted in the war on terror, Hart said. "These are information- 
deprived people, and they need accurate and objective news about what 
is happening in their country." 


The same, however, could be said of Tibet. The windswept region of 
Central Asia has been governed by China since 1950. The Dalai Lama, 
whom many consider to be Tibet's lawful ruler, lives in exile in 
India. 


The only way he can communicate with his people, Karma said, is 
through U.S. radio programs because the media within Tibet is 
censored. 


The Dalai Lama has enormous clout on Capitol Hill, signified by his 
receiving the Congressional Gold Medal in 2006 for contributions to 
peace and nonviolence. Karma said he was hopeful that bipartisan 
regard for the spiritual leader would make lawmakers restore the money 
necessary to keep the broadcast alive. And to make sure the plea has 
some secular star power, actor Richard Gere made a pitch in March to 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 


Eleven former Voice of America directors -- five Democrats, five 
Republicans, and one appointed by a Republican and then a Democratic 
president -- have been lobbying to add $26 million to the budget to 
cover the costs of the Tibetan and Cantonese programming, as well as 
those in Greek, Russian, Hindi, Serbian and other languages. Alan L. 
Heil Jr. spearheads the effort. He said the group plans to meet with 
members of both chambers privately in advance of this spring's 
appropriations negotiations. 


"I've given my life to this organization, and to see it being nibbled 
away at and destroyed is very disillusioning," said the former deputy 
director of the VOA. 


The consortium of ex-directors is particularly concerned about sharp 
reductions to English-language broadcasts, which were proposed last 
year. The English-language service, which now broadcasts world news 
around the world, would be reduced to an African regional service. 


"If they broadcast in only one language, it should be English," said 
Sanford Ungar, VOA director from 1999 to 2000 who is now president 

of Goucher College in Towson, Md. By cutting the premier news service 
and investing in programs such as the pop music-heavy Arabic Radio 
Sawa, the board was eroding VOA's journalistic reputation. Ungar said 
it would lose listenership in foreign think tanks and universities, 
where policy is crafted and English is preferred. 


Hart disagreed. He said that elites in other countries increasingly 
get their English-language news from sources such as the BBC and CNN, 
while average citizens have little access to outside broadcasts 
because they do not speak English (via Zacharias Liangas, DXLD)

**x US A. COMMUNITY: AHEPA' TESTIMONY TO HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEE TO RESTORE 
VOA GREEK SERVICE FUNDING

Washington, DC.- The American Hellenic Educational Progressive 
Association (AHEPA), submitted written testimony to the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee on Foreign Operations, State, and Related 
Programs, requesting the federal government to restore $480,000 in 
funding for the Voice of America Greek Service for Fiscal Year 2008. 
The testimony has been entered into the Public Record. 


"The Greek Service is extremely crucial to the Greek-American 
community and to the United States' interests in the Eastern 
Mediterranean," said National President Gus. J. James, II. "It plays a 
significant role in communicating an accurate message abroad to a part 
of the globe that is situated on the doorsteps of the Middle East and 
the Balkans." 


Separately, AHEPA sent letters presenting its position to Rep. Nita 
Lowey (D-NY), who chairs the Appropriations Subcommittee with 
jurisdiction over VOA, and Rep. Frank Wolf (R-VA), who is the ranking 
member on the Subcommittee. 


"The elimination of the Greek Service just doesn't make sense," added 
James, who said the TV broadcast portion receives a 4.5% viewer rating 


in Greece, and that combined with radio and the Internet, the Service 
is viewed or heard by one million persons. Ratings for Cyprus are 
unable to be surveyed due to improper funding. 


Moreover, AHEPA commends the effort by Rep. John Sarbanes (D-MD), who 
circulated a letter about the VOA funding issue to colleagues in the 
House of Representatives. 


"We are thankful to Congressman Sarbanes for initiating the effort, 
and we applaud those members of Congress who co-signed the letter," 
said James. "They are to be commended by our community." 


In addition to Sarbanes, Hellenic Caucus Chairpersons Reps. Carolyn 
Maloney (D-NY) and Gus Bilirakis (R-FL), along with Reps. Zack Space 
(D-OH), James P. McGovern (D-MA), and Zoe Lofgren (D-CA) co-signed the 
letter (via John Babbis, MD, May 3, DXLD)

Two months ago I sent two printed reception reports to Radio Nacional 
de Venezuela for their frequencies 11670 kHz and 6060 kHz addressing 
to Mr. CEsar MEndez M. whose address mentioned in WRTH. Today I 
received a very nice envelope from RNV plastered with 7 colourful 
Venezuelan stamps. 


Inside the envelope I find a QSL Card and Verification letter along 
with many used stamps of various countries. The QSL Card verifies my 
report on 6060 kHz and is very exotic and colourful with 12 sceneries 
from Venezuela printed on the front. On the reverse side a full data 
entry was made along with the official stamp of the station and 
Signature of the official. 


Interestingly a full data Verification letter was also included 
confirming my reception of the frequency 11670 kHz (typed erroneously 
as 11679). The signer of the letter was Mr. C-Ali MEndez Martinez who 
says he was retired from RNV recently but engaged with checking of 
listener mails. He also gives his residential address as: Urb. Santa 
Paula, Calle Sagitario, entre Leo y Neptuno, Conjunto La Morita, Qta 
"la 8", El Cafetal, Caracas, Venezuela. 


The station address mentioned over the envelope which can be used for 
sending reports is: Radio Nacional de Venezuela, Final Calle Las 
Marias, Entre Chapellin y Country Club La Florida, Caracas, Zona 


Postal 1050, Rep’ blica Bolivariana de Venezuela (T. R. Rajeesh, 
Kerala, INDIA, May 3, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


T.R., The address for MEndez in WRTH is in Miami. Seemingly an 
apartment, but that could really be just a mail-drop forwarding 
address. But why bother with that? Where is he, really? I wonder if 
any mail really gets thru to the announced Apartado 3979, Caracas, 
address, which others have reported bounces mail. Was it really full- 
data? Apparently they never acknowledged the transmissions are via 
CUBA; at least you do not mention this. Did you ask them about the 
site?

xx ZIMBABWE. This article gives a somewhat different view on the 
scheduling for the station (and the location of the studios) than 
earlier published; perhaps this explains the delay (provided the 
details are correct): 


RADIO ROBERT, AN IRANIAN CO-PRODUCTION --- MUGABE'S POLICY OF 
BEFRIENDING IRAN PAYS OFF AS IT FINANCES A NEW PROPAGANDA STATION 


Robert Mugabe has been actively pursuing a policy of friendship and 
co-operation with Iran, claiming that the two countries share a common 
ideology of standing up to Western hegemony. Now it looks like it's 


paid off, with the news that Iran has agreed to finance the 
establishment of a new radio station in Zimbabwe's second city, 
Bulawayo. 


Iran, which has previously donated funds to refurbish the Zimbabwe 
Broadcasting Corporation's television and radio stations, will provide 
a total of US$39.6m for the new station. The money will be spent on 
re-equipping an old Bulawayo studio providing new digital technology, 
and sending instructors to train local technicians. 


The deal was signed in Harare last Friday, by Iran's ambassador to 
Zimbabwe, Rasoul Momeni, and Harare's Minister of Information and 
Publicity, Dr Sikhanyiso Ndlovu. 


The new station will be called News 24/7 - a misnomer, in that it is 
expected to carry very little news, and a great deal of government 
propaganda. This will include repeats of old Mugabe speeches extolling 
the virtues of the liberation struggle and land reform. It will also 
carry government info-mercials, for which, of course, it will not 
charge a fee. 


The News 24/7 programmes, headed up by veteran broadcaster Happison 
Muchechetere, will be designed to offset the critical broadcasts 
beamed into the country from anti-Mugabe stations abroad, such as SWW 
from Britain and Studio 7, which is part of Voice of America. 


The station is unlikely to carry commercial advertisements. In the 
current economic crisis, with inflation running at 1,700 per cent and 
unemployment at 80 per cent, no-one can afford to advertise.

Just too distorted and too 
much ChAf from 7310 to make any more of it. But that scheduling does 
point to Chad. Of course, 6165 is blocked here at that hour by 
Bonaire. If it were a mixing product with MW there would have to be 
something on 1148, unlisted and unlikely. Could be 6165 transmitter is 
very badly mistuned. Is anyone currently hearing it at any other time? 
Or maybe they have tried to retune it to a 41mb frequency. Or maybe 
none of the above. Note: I can’t get a precise measurement on the 
frequency since there does not seem to be a detectable carrier in all 
the garbage; but on different dates it has seemed to vary slightly 
from 7311 to 7314 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn, Sorry I am not able to help you much with your UNID on 
7311v, but did want to pass this information on to you, just in case 
it helped you in some way. Heard on 7310, from 0424-0455, on May 2, 


with assume Channel Africa in French with decent signal and clear 
audio, no distortion heard. At 0455 there seemed a short silence and 
then suddenly there was an audio that was extremely distorted and 
could not tell what was happening here.

Dear Radio Colleague, During the first two weeks of May, Radio Canada 
International is on the air shortwave from Sackville New Brunswick 
with a special series of test transmissions in the digital mode.

States, and they are produced by several of the American shortwave 
stations. On Friday May 4, the program is "Wavescan", the DX program 
that is produced by Adventist World Radio in the studios located on 
the island of Singapore and broadcast into Asia on shortwave from 
several relay sites, and also from shortwave station KSDA on the 
island of Guam. 


The annual gathering for the American Shortwave Meetings, DRM-NASB, 
Digital Radio Mondiale & National Association of Shortwave 
Broadcasters, is scheduled to take place in Elkhart, Indiana in 
association with the HCJB technical facility on May 10 & 11. Several 
other international shortwave stations are also planning to broadcast 
special programs in the DRM mode for the Elkhart event. 


Reception reports covering the reception of the AWR program from 
Canada in both the digital mode as well as analog are invited, and 
will be honored with a specially endorsed QSL card. We are very 
interested to know the effective coverage area of the transmission, as 
well as the width of the digital signal as noted on analog receivers, 
and the effect of analog interference on the digital signal.
